The “secret” to getting good pictures under these circumstances 
is to go on a “camera treasure hunt” with your original scene 
as a “map,” or chart.

100 PORTRAITS

N A back row of the spacious Smithsonian Institution audito- 
I rium, two girls were whispering while the speaker of the 
evening, a slight, baldish man with pince-nez glasses, talked. 

“I don’t believe it! Nobody could make that many good pictures 
of just one man,” one of them argued. “I think he used several 
models.” 

The comment was really high praise of Dr. Sidney S. Jaffe, who 
was telling his fellow members of Nationai Photographic Society, 
Washington, D. C., how he made 100 portraits of one man—all of 
them in low key. As he placed the 14x17 needle-sharp and occa- 
sionally diffused portraits on the viewing easel, envious photog- 
raphers in the front row murmured: “You can count every pore in 
that one!” or “How does he think up so many poses?” 

If the little dentist had heard and answered ungrammatically, 
he might have said: “Ic ain’t easy.” 

When the question-and-answer part of the meeting came, some- 
one asked, “How did you happen to take so many pictures of 
one subject?” 

“Well, it was this way,” Doctor Jaffe answered, “This fellow, 
Sam Kahn, is an old friend of the family. He used to drop in

How did he get so many poses of the same man? Over a period 
of several years Doctor Jaffe and friend Sam thought up a lot of 
them.

types, and a near-dozen ponderous and small 
brass-bound lenses would indicate that may- 
be the “tail wagged the dog” on occasion. 

He will not take pictures to sell. If a 
model interests him, he asks him or her to 
come over to his home to try a few poses. 
One attractive blonde girl he photographed 
nearly 50 times, but Sam Kahn is Jaffe’s 
favorite model. The Doctor hasn’t gotten 
around yet to enlarging some of the 100 
negatives of him. 

“I have so many pictures,” he explained 
at his studio-room. “I recently returned 
from three months in Mexico. I've got 
hundreds of pictures. I like to make my 
pictures big. An I1x14 is just a test strip,” 
he remarked jocularly, “So it takes time to 
print them all up.” 

This capable amateur also has a roomful 
of big and little floodlights and spots, but 
when he starts to take a picture of Sam 
Kahn, he often employs only two floods 
and a spot. The spot is used on the head 
to separate it from the background. The 
main floodlight is strong, as pictures with 
this article show, since he wants powerful, 
forceful character in his pictures. 

A 5x7 view camera with a 4x5 reducing 
back and a 914-inch Goerz Dagor lens was 
used for almost all the 100 portraits, a few 
being shot with a 74-inch Verito. Jfafle 
uses orthochromatic film for his pictures 
of men, while for women he prefers pan- 
chromatic. Development is by inspection 
in DK-50. He desensitizes pan film before 
development, so he also can inspect it. 

“How do you get so many different shades 
of brown tone in your portraits?” Jaffe was 
asked. “You’ve got everything from yel- 
lowish-brown to almost a black.” 

“It all depends on your paper, developer, 
and toner combination,” he replied. “For 
slow chlorobomides like Opal, I use Nelson 
gold toner. For the fast chlorobromides 
like Velour Black I bleach and redevelop.” 

“So many bleach-redevelop prints look 
bilious yellow. How do you explain those 
dark rich browns when you use that 
method?” he was asked. 

“I think it is the developer. I lean to a 
developer with glycin in it, the Edwal 106 
formula. It’s called an ‘auto-toning devel- 
oper’ and will give you browns by direct 
development.” 

“However, I add some 55-D Defender 
formula to this to speed it up. It takes 
five minutes otherwise. When I want blacks 
to predominate I do not bleach completely.” 

Then Jaffe made the startling statement 
that he poured his paper developer back 
into the bottle after using it, and used it 
again at other times. He doesn’t notice any 
tendency of the developer to turn dark 
brown with oxidation because it is dark 
brown to start with. 

Another toning trick which he divulged 
was the use of a pinch of selenium in the 
sulfide redeveloper solution of the toner. 
This metallic salt will not dissolve in water 
until the sulfide has been added. One thing 
is essential—all hypo must be washed from 
the print before toning. No hardener is 
used in the fixer—only plain hypo, mcta- 
bisulfite, and sulfite. Instead of yellowish- 
browns, the redeveloper used by Jaffe gives 
reddish-browns when used with the above 
formulas.

PHOTOGRAPHING TREES...

HETHER THEY ARE gnarled or upright, smooth-skinned 
Wi iire a beech or rough-barked like an oak or poplar, trees 

can make some worthwhile picture subjects. You can use 
them as the primary center of interest in a scene, or you make 
them secondary to people or other objects within a picture. But 
whatever your choice of approach—do them justice. Don’t let 
them grow out of Aunt Minnie’s head like antlers on a moose; 
we've all seen this happen! Consider trees as picture elements, 
and look at them as you would a human subject. There is a lot 
of outdoor pleasure to be obtained in photographing the tree, its 
blossoms, or even a weathered log. 

As subject or prop, the tree is perhaps the most photographed 
object in nature. Too often, alas, the amateur includes it in his 
pictures “by accident.” However, by developing an awareness of 
this stately plant and using it wisely it will serve you better when 
you are making pictures outdoors. 

One fine thing about tree photography is that anybody can 
carry it on at any time, almost anywhere, with any sort of equip- 
ment and without any great amount of knowledge. There are 
few parts of the globe where trees are not found. If you want 
to travel long distances for tree pictures you can do so; if you

MY BEST

TOOK THIS photograph in Bermuda where I had 
I been sent, with three models, to do a bathing suit 

fashion story. Among the bathing suits which I was 
supposed to photograph was one designed to make it 
convenient for the wearer to enjoy an occasional swim 
in the nude without fear of embarrassment. 

This suit was equipped with a cork belt. The wearer 
of this unique bathing suit (read the instructions on 
the box) had only to swim to a spot of reasonable 
privacy, slip off the suit in the water, and the cork belt 
would keep it floating until its owner was ready to put 
it back on again. 

When I started to photograph a practical demonstra- 
tion of how the suit worked, it soon became evident 
that the instructions on the box were somewhat incom- 
plete. The little matter of how to get the suit off with- 
out drowning seemed to be mildly important, but it 
was not touched upon. Fortunately my model was an 
excellent swimmer and finally, after much struggling 
and undoing of ribbons and buttons, the bathing suit 
came off. 

I stood up in the rowboat and took a picture of the 
model circling around the cork belt. It was all very 
tame. ‘The water covered her more effectively than the 
bathing suit did. 

After a short*rest and a few deep breathing exercises, 
my model announced that she would now put the bath- 
ing suit back on. This proved to be pure, unadulterated 
Powers’ overconfidence.

F YOU HAVE never had the thrill of capturing on film a 
I scene which is passing by at a mile a minute, climbed a 

semaphore to get an interesting angle shot, hung on the side 
of a boxcar as the transcontinental roared by, or clambered out 
of your private train miles from nowhere to photograph an awe- 
inspiring landscape, then you'd better come along on the next 
camera outing of the Railroad Club of Southern California. 

The club, an independent, non-profit society of photographers 
and travel enthusiasts, had its beginning in October of 1942 when 
a sinall group of twelve rail fans and amateur photographers 
made a trip to Elsinore, California. Due to wartime chores and 
travel restrictions, plans for future trips had to be postponed 
until December, 1946 when the second trip, “Holiday in Arizona,” 
was made. This trip was so successful that it was decided to have 
these outings every three or four months. To date, eight trips 
have been made by this unusual group of hobbyists covering 
700,000 passenger miles throughout California, Arizona, and

and number about 180 for the overnight trips, while approximately

John M. Ferris, a man of infectious enthusiasm and indefatigable 
ability, has taken upon himself the task of organizing and execut- 
ing these excursions. As his hobby, he makes up the special trains, 
gets out advance publicity, prints the itineraries, and organizes 
the photographic contests. As if this were not enough, he sees 
to it that everyone knows the others on the trips, is well fed, and 
has a place to sleep. He has his hands full! 

rhis combination of railroading and photography is a “natural.” 
Smoking engines, speeding streamliners, and placid countrysides 
offer a lively challenge to the photographer to record the ever- 
ehanging scenes before his lens. And whether the lens be on 
the family box camera or on the latest and fanciest in camera 
equipment, the men and women behind the lenses soon catch 
the spirit of enthusiasm and congenial fellowship which prevails

filter. From these informal discussions, something is always learned 
and the camera enthusiast is spurred on by the exchange of 
another's experiences.

save film that otherwise might be wasted. 
Take a notebook: you'll probably want to 
write down a few practical reminders. 

See those geared wheels over there and 
those levers, cams, springs, and electrical 
connections? A shutter is really a compli- 
cated mechanism, isn’t it? And most of this 
mechanism is found in variable-speed shut- 
ters whether they are compound, Compur, 
or just plain complex. In fact, it reminds 
one of a watch. However, in some respects 
an accurate shutter is even more difficult 
to manufacture and keep in good operating 
condition. The gears in a watch have only 
to operate the watch in one direction and 
at constant speed. A shutter, as you can 


see by watching the wheels go around, has 
to be made to operate at very slow and

very fast speeds and to reverse its direction 
when the shutter is cocked. 

Most watches are not accuraie time keep- 
ers. They are always either a little slow or 
a little fast, and have to be adjusted every 
now and then to be of use to their owners. 
It should not surprise you, then, to learn 
that most shutters also are not 100 per cent 
accurate in spite of their modern precision. 
Shutter speeds vary with the temperature 
of the mechanism, giving slower than the 
indicated speeds in lower-than-normal tem- 
peratures. Normal wear, abuse, dirt, and 
grease all can cause shutters to vary some- 
what in performance. 

Watch what happens in here when a 
picture is taken. Step back out of the way 
now: you don’t want to be crushed between 
two gears or electrocuted when a synchro- 
nized flash exposure is made! I think you'll 
have a good view if we perch on this inside 
rim of the shutter housing. ‘There! 

See those gears in the gear train turning 
slowly around? The shutter is being cocked. 
rhe person who is operating the shutter 





Lubrication should also be left to the 
expert. Oil will only gum up the works 
and slow down indicated shutter speeds. 


Don’t take your shutter apart and try 
to clean it. If it doesn't work properly 
let an expert or the factory readjust it. 


has developed one good habit at least: he’s 
cocking the shutter just prior to taking a 
picture. See the tension on that coiled 
spring when the mechanism is ready to be 
released? You can easily imagine how that 
spring might lose some of its snap if it were 
kept under full tension all the time. It’s 
like archery: a good archer never leaves his 
bow strung when he puts it away. Better 
mark down this rule in the notebook you 
brought along so you won't forget. Mark 
it number one and write it something like 
this: 

1. When through taking pictures with 
your camera, be sure that the shutter is 
not cocked. 


Now watch what happens when the 
wound-up mechanism is released — click, 
CRASH! It was like a bolt of lightning 
and a clap of thunder, wasn’t it? It just 
seemed that way because we were inside 
the shutter when it went off. What actually 
happened was the photographer thought he 
was making an exposure of 1/100 of a 


Before we leave, take a last look at 
the maze of springs, gears, and levers 
that insure accuracy in modern shutters. 





Never try to repair a broken shutter 
yourself. Poking around in the delicate 
mechanism might do more harm than good. 


second. But would you look at the chunks 
of dirt and cinders flying around in here! 
Some of that dust (for that’s all it really 
was, you know) wedged itself between the 
shutter leaves and in the gears and it slowed 
the actual shutter speed down to only 1/50 
of a second. The poor fellow has color film 
in the camera and now that film has re- 
ceived 100 per cent more exposure than 
intended. The picture is probably ruined 
or at least it will be much lighter than the 
photographer expected it would be. And 
all because the shutter had been allowed to 
become dirty. After this dust has settled, 
write down rule number two. 

2. When not in use, keep the camera 
in its case or in a covered box. Dust the 
camera and shutter with a stream of com- 
pressed air if possible. Keep the tiny 
screw in the cable release socket when 
not using the cable release. 


Now that the air has cleared, let’s con- 
sider for a moment how an inaccurate shut-

N THE FIRST part of this article, which appeared in the 
I August issue, I stressed the fact that the quality of lighting 

in a photograph influences to a great extent the quality of 
the final photograph. I suggested that, when possible, the photog- 
rapher wait for the light to be right that certain scenes are 
better if taken in winter, others in summer: some are better if 
taken during the day, others have increased fascination if shot 
at night. At times it is advantageous to take pictures under two 
scts of circumstances (for instance, night and dav), and give the 
viewer the advantage of being able to see the contrast between 
the two 

I also pointed out that time of day is important in lighting 
certain pictures should be taken with strong front-lighting, others 


with side or back lighting. Certain pictures are better if the

other ways to control and augment lighting—by means of fill-in 
flash, fill-in reflectors, control in printing, and incidentally, how 
to light bright metallic objects properly. 

In general, buildings and landscapes can be photographed in 
more contrasting light than can people. For outdoor portraits— 
even informal “backyard” snapshots—soft or “short-scale” lighting 
is preferred. This arrangement of nature's is fortunate since one 
cannot change the lighting on a landscape, but for comparatively 
small objects, such as a person, it is easily possible. 

Reflectors made of white cardboard, or tinfoil-covered card- 
board, are very useful in lighting the shadow side of a person's 
face. Natural reflectors, such as sand, the side of a building, or 
a newspaper that the subject is holding in his hands, also can 
help in this respect. The important thing to keep in mind about 
reflectors is that they are best used in (Continued on page 150) 





Supplementary flash is the answer. The girl now stands 
out from the background, which is darker because it re- 
ceived less exposure than did the model. A reflector could 
have been used here, but flash covers a much wider area. 


Here is an average “scene at the lake” picture taken in late after- 
noon sunlight. Notice that the girl's face is almost entirely in shadow 
and that the lighting in general is not especially satisfactory. The 
problem is what to do to improve the lighting, get sparkle in the face. 


Reflected light, used here, gives sotter tones, tempered 
highlights, and results in a more pleasing picture. Simply 
aim your light source at a large diffusing surface such as 
@ movie screen, and bounce the light on the metal objects. 


Difficult problem in photography is to light metallic objects prop- 
erly. Here a direct source of light was used, and as a result the metal 
looks harsh on account of the strong highlights. The answer is to use 
light reflected from a diffused surface, as illustrated at the right. 


At night, the building offered increased photographic op- 
portunity. The author set his camera on "time," ran up the 
steps and fired one flashbulb at the ceiling from behind 
each pillar, being careful to hide the bulb from the lens. 


A building photographed in late afternoon sunlight looks just a bit 
flat and not highly interesting. The soft lighting, however, did reveal 
architectural details in a satisfactory manner. The author, seeking a 
novel approach, shot the picture at night, as illustrated at right. 
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point of view 





ANY TIMES in photography the primary distinction be- 
M tween a really great picture and just a mediocre scene is 

the point of view. This term, “point of view,” can mean 
one of two things. It can refer to the position of the camera, or 
camera angle. Or, it can be an elusive quality, that thought in 
the photographer's mind which imparts to a particular picture 
its essence of greatness. In some photographs both the point of 
view of the camera and point of view of the photographer are 
combined. Unfortunately, such pictures are all too few. 

In the final analysis, to achieve a fresh picture one must obtain 
a fresh point of view, and whether it be in the approach to the 
scene, or in the technique, is unimportant. The important thing 
is to be able to see clearly, and to think clearly. To see a picture 
in what a setting holds, or an opportunity offers, and then to make 
that picture and in the making to give the best of your mind and 
your technical ability . . . that is achieving the point of view 
which produces great pictures. 

There is an unusual selection of photographs in this month’s 
Picture Section, and each one illustrates point of view and how 
it can impart an eye-catching quality, an unusual effectiveness, 
and striking impact every time that print is seen. These are scenes 
worth your study. For technical data, see Notes on the Picture 
Section elsewhere in this issue. 


With a camera at keyboard height, Paul Berg of St. 
Louis captures a completely dramatic, effectively 
lighted portrait of Sugar Chile Robinson, boy boogie 
woogie pianist. In this scene both the photographer 
and the camera contributed to the making of a fresh, 
unstereotyped, and thoughtfully planned picture. 
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Lying in a tumbled pile like drinking straws for 
a race of giants, marine pipe forms a frame for yet 
another frame—the doorway in which Sol Libsohn’s 
subject stands. The photographer is a member of the 
photographic unit of Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey. 








Concentric highlights within these gigantic steel 
tubes lead the eye to a workman with hammer in hand. 
As if these were not enough to impress a viewer with 
the immensity of contrast between man and machine, 
a white rain of molten metal from a cutting torch 
touches the tubing and takes the eye to his figure.

That Takes Pictures... 


For more than 60 years a unique camera obscura has been amazing 


its many intrigued visitors by “taking pictures” of the countryside

TOP THE BEACH cliffs in Palisades 
A Park, Santa Monica, California, 
stands a round green building which fo1 
more than 60 years has been “taking” pic- 
tures of the surrounding country. No film 
is used, and no pictures ever are developed, 
but the results continue to amaze the public. 

Climb the steps alongside the odd struc- 
ture and enter the central room. Once Nick 
Neal, attendant and operator of the camera 
for the Santa Monica Park department, 
closes the door, things begin to happen. In 
the darkened room, natural color panoramas 
appear on the white circular table top be- 
fore the eyes of the spectators. Slowly, as 
the table is adjusted and the crank turned, 
new and even more beautiful views of the 
surrounding area appear on the screen. 

Except for the peculiar circular table in 
the middle, and an iron rod leading from 
a hole in the center of the conical ceiling 
to a wheel on the side of the wall, the room 
is empty. 

Few visitors realize that this isn’t a post- 
war miracle, and certainly not the camera 
of tomorrow. In fact, the camera obscura 
has a history that has been traced back to 
the ancient Greeks who knew of its phenom- 
enon in 350 B.C. In those days, long before 
it was possible to take a picture, the camera 
did not have a lens, but Aristotle knew that 
images could be produced on the walls of 
a darkened room if a small opening on one 
side was made to permit passage of light. 

It was Leonardo da Vinci who described 
the principal upon which the camera ob- 
scura operates today in one of his papers: 
“When the images of illuminated objects 
enter into a very dark chamber by a small 
round aperture, and if you receive these 
images in the interior room on a piece of 
white paper placed some distance from the 
aperture, you will see on the paper all the 
objects in their proper forms and _ colors, 
lessened in size and reversed. If the images 
come from a place lit by the sun, they will 
appear as if painted on paper.” 

This discussion was written 300 years be- 
fore the discovery of photography. In fact, 
the idea of photographing originates with 
the camera obscura. Scientists knew every- 
thing about obtaining an image in a dark 
box, but they did not know how to make 
that image permanent. In the meantime, 
up until its discovery, the camera was used 
by artists to secure a reduced image of a 
landscape scene for tracing. Astronomers 
also found it very practical for observing 
solar eclipse without danger of eye strain. 

The late Robert F. Jones, an amateur 
photographer, was naturally fascinated by 
this phenomenon which also occurs with a

As an illustration, look at the two bas- 
ketball shots on the opposite page—John 
Sheehan of the Boston Globe, covering 
an interscholastic basketball tournament, 
tripped his back shutter in time to get 
the shot of a youngster flying through 
the air (lower photo). I was sitting 
alongside, but looking the other way. 
When I caught his flash out of the cor- 
ner of my eye I turned as quickly as I 
could and shot almost immediately, 
“shooting from the hip,” so to speak. I 
shot so fast I had no idea what was on 
the film, but it turned out to be pretty 
good (upper photo). Titled, “Pounding 
His Ear,” it was picked up and used by 
the Associated Press, with Sheehan’s pic- 
ture, and sent throughout the country 
on their wirephoto network, and in addi- 


HOW TO SHOOT SPORTS 


Know your camera, know your game, be patient but lightning-fast on the 


trigger, trust a bit to luck, and don‘t spare the film — that’s the formula

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tion won a trophy for first place in sports 
class in the Boston Press Photographer’s 
Association 1946 competition. 

Which all goes to prove something 
most press men will admit, and which 
ought to be good advice for the amateur 
who likes to take his camera along when 
he goes to sports events. Some of the 
best sports pictures are purely the result 
of luck—and being “trigger-happy.” 

Any amateur who wants to make good 
sports stuff should try to remember not 
to spare the film, for one thing. No good 
sports picture ever was made because 
the photographer sat on his heels and 
tried to analyze the action as the game 
progressed, trying to think two steps 
ahead of the play. Sports are too fast; 
the action breaks quickly and no one, 
not even the players involved, can have 
any idea of what a play will look like a 
split second after it starts. The only 
thing to do is shoot everything that 
looks good, then edit your negatives after 
development. 

If any proof is needed of the split-sec- 
ond timing of professional sports photog- 
raphers, and their instinctive feel for 
action, look at the three baseball pic- 
tures further along in this article. Three 
pictures, by three photographers, with 
only the slightest difference apparent in 
the angle from which they were made. 
Three men, working side by side, saw 
the same play and reacted almost simul- 
taneously. Result: the three shots look 
almost as if they were printed from 
consecutive frames of a movie film, yet 
they were made with Big Berthas—5x7 
Graflexes fitted with long lenses. Here 
is an example of the almost inflexible 
rule to shoot anything that looks like it 
might produce a picture. Three photog- 
raphers shot, and the result was three 
pictures. 

About football: Like all sports, it takes 
some knowledge of the game to cover it 
properly. Your camera is usually pre- 
focused on a spot where you think, from 
your knowledge of the game, there 
should be a play. In baseball, when 
there is a runner on first, you naturally 
are focused on second base, for he may 
slide in on his ear. In fcotball, if the 
teams are on the other side of the field, 
remain focused on about thirty feet, not 
on the scrimmage line. An end run will 
bring the action right up to you. 

A good illustration in point is shown 
on the opposite page. Here is a school- 
boy “upsy-daisy” or tripping the light 
fantastic. The player actually came 
across the field from the extreme right 
and not from the direction in which the 
camera is pointing. 

When he started his run and came 
up to within thirty feet of me, he was 
missed by two tacklers. It didn’t look 
very good and I passed it. Besides, I al- 
ready had two shots I knew were usable. 

Just as he passed me, going full speed 
for the goal line, he was hit by a tack- 
ler. I barely had time to rack forward 
for a little closer focus, as he spun in 
the air, and I made the shot. It was 
one of those pictures that you get a 
“feeling” about. I knew I had some- 
thing, but I had shot so fast I wasn’t

N MY TRAVEIS through the mountains of the Pacific North- 
| west and, for that matter, almost every place where good scenics 
are to be found, I always have included a changing bag as a 
part of my equipment 
However, after a day of climbing or tramping in the forest I 
invariably found myself too tired to be able to manage the impish 
actions of a changing bag. No matter how carefully I arranged 
the holders, film, and empty boxes, as soon as I started reloading,

That all happened a long time ago, and I'm practically well 
now, sO in memoriam to those who have gone stark mad _ trying 
to climb inside a changing bag, I would like to pass along this 
idea for a portable darkroom. 

You will need a 16 foot piece of wooden slatting which is 13% 
inches by 4 inch, and 8 roller catches of the type vou usually 
find on a card in a hardware store. Cut enough slatting to con-

seen in the first photograph. These end 
frames are 8 inches by 16 inches in size. Cut 
four stringers, which are 2114 inches long, 
and mount a roller flush with the end of 
each piece. Install the spring catch on each 
corner of the end pieces approximately 3% 
inch down from each corner, so that when 
the stringer is attached, as in the photo- 
graph at the upper right of the first page, 
it will come flush with the corner. 

You will find that 14 inch brads and glue 
can be used to fasten together the strips 
which comprise the end pieces. To save 
wear and tear on the changing bag, you 
may decide that it is a wise idea to saw a 
tiny bevel on the edges of the stringers and 
end pieces. These may be sanded round, 
and the slatting then stained with mahogany 
and covered with floor wax to keep it clean, 
attractive, and moisture resistant. 

This frame is designed to be assembled 
inside a changing bag, and can be put to- 
gether in about a minute. As you can note 
in the last picture, it supplies a considerable 
amount of room for work which has to be 
done inside the changing bag.—fe

I once read a story somewhere about an 
old commercial photographer who had been 
observed to hang his coat on a hook on the 
outside of the door to his darkroom when- 
ever he entered it to do any work.

It might be 
well to learn of any such peculiarities of 
darkrooms that you use. I had often made 
use of a darkroom in a plant in a distant 
city for reloading holders when on business 
visits there.

Luckily for us your friend isn’t taking 
vour camera with us inside for a trip in 
his car. He might leave the camera in the 
glove compartment and park the car in the 
sun.

methods, or techniques of your own choice. 
Suppose we consider some of these ways 
by which personality may be injected into 
your 
TECHNICAL 


movies. 
EXCELLENCE. First of all, the 
movies will have to be as good, technically, 
can make 


as you them. Several rather com- 
mon precautions will aid here. Calculate 
the exposure accurately. When you pan, 


pan smoothly and s-l-o-w-l-y. Use a tripod 
whenever possible. 

The three Cs of good movie making are 
continuity.

color, composition, and 


Most movies are made in color. 


a few points can be discussed since we are 
dealing with personality. If you become 
color conscious, sometimes the color itself 


will aid in producing personality in a movie. 


I once saw a movie about a wheat harvest 
in Kansas, a movie made by an amateur 
like myself. This movieteer had emphasized 
the golden color of the grain throughout 
the movie; the gold of the grain, the golden 
fields with the combines moving serenely 
through them, the golden grain flowing into 
sacks, everv scene was slanted toward the 
golden color of the grain. This color cer- 


tainly gave the movie a distinct and pleasing 
personality. 
To use color to give personality, we must 


train ourselves away from a life-long habit: 
most of us are “habitually color-blind.” We 
know and can identify colors correctly, but 
we usually ignore colors. By striving to see 


colors as they are or as they will photograph, 


we will become aware of them, and may be 
able to use them for obtaining personality 
in movies as my friend did with his golden 
grain movie. 


Composition plays a large part in obtain- 


ing movies with personality. A movie in 


which each scene is well composed will have 
a personality without further doctoring, fix- 
The 


rules 


ing, or manipulating of com- 
position may be simple or complex, depend- 
ing on the details of compositional practice 
you desire to use We will mention only 
the simple rules of composition 

First, compose each scene so that every- 
thing belongs in the picture. Frequently, 
by a change of camera position or angle, 
extraneous material can be eliminated or 
subdued; this improves composition, 

Second, arrange the scene so that there 
is something in the foreground to give an 


illusion of depth; this applies particularly 


to landscapes and scenic pictures 


Third, balance the 


scene so that the cen- 
ter of interest is just to one side of the 
center; balance each side, and the top and 
bottom so that the objects a/most balance 
each other. For instance, a tree on one side 
should be balanced by a smaller tree on the 
other. A large object, such as a grown per- 
son can be balanced against a smaller ob- 
ject, such as a child. Lovely clouds in the 
sky balance land or sea scapes at top and 


bottom respectively

TirLes. In my ‘opinion nothing gives a 
movie a stronger personality than the titles 
you use. The titles offer a way of explain- 
ing what is going on (any title does this) 
and also sets the mood, establishes the lo- 
cale, or may identify the movie with the 
maker; these three traits of titles contribute 
to the movie's personality. 

When I make a movie about a certain 
subject, I try to have all the titles uniform; 
I usually like to have them do more than 
just set forth some information. Let me 
illustrate. A title that says “Florida” is all 
right, but it’s so much better if it also shows 
waving palms, glittering ocean, and shining 
beach; or, in a pinch, is simply made on 
paper that has a tropical scene on it. A 
title telling of the growth of a baby is all 
right, but it is much more interesting if the 
background shows the baby playing with his 
toys, or at least a picture of some shoes or 
toys. Get the idea? 

By the use of the same background in all 
titles of a movie, a uniform personality is 
established. 

Titles with moving backgrounds usually 
are made in the following fashion. Get 
suitable film and expose it in the camera 
to the desired background scene, preferably 
winding the camera as it runs so that the 
entire film is exposed without stoppiny;. 
Now rewind the film (with 8-mm camera, 
run it through the camera a second time 
with the lens covered) and expose it a sec- 
ond time to the desired title, using white 
letters on a black background. (See POPULAR 
PHOTOGRAPHY, June, 1944, page 66, for de- 
tails). The result will be white letters on 
a moving background; such a title will be 
in complete conformity with the subject 
matter of the movie; they strengthen the 
personality of the movies you are making. 

Many movies are like wishy-washy people: 
thev go hither and yon, without purpose, 
without aim, without thought. In other 
words, no personality. By improving tech- 
nique, by becoming color conscious, com- 
position minded, and continuity aware, and 
by employing suitable and appropriate t- 
tles, most movies can be endowed with a 
strong, pleasing personality. And you will 
find that these improved movies will be 
more fun to make and much more fun to 


see and show to your envious friends.

On the other hand, suppose your tree is 
in full sun and is likely to appear fairly 
light in the picture. In this case you might 
welcome the darker sky which a red or 
orange filter will give you. 

A green filter often valuable 
photography because it makes the green 
color appear lighter in your print. You 
may find a tree which would appear more 
attractive if the tone of its leaves were lighter 
in the picture. You can secure this lighter 
tone by using a green filter.

The time of year is important in tree 
photography.

If 
your film holds out, make several sets of 
such negatives. Keep a careful record so 


that in the end you will not be wondering: 
“Did I use the red filter or the yellow filter 


on this one?” Make a test print of each 
negative and study the different effects. 

A word or two may be said right here 
about photographing trees in silhouette. 


This sometimes happens if your picture is 
made in the early morning or early evening. 
If you exhibit pictures of trees in silhouette 
you are going to run into trouble with some 
photographic critics and camera club judges. 
There is a lot of prejudice against such 
pictures because there is no detail in the 
shadows. All you have is the shape of the 
tree, with no detail in that shape. 

In the case of a tree picture, however, 
the shapes of the trunk, branches, twigs, 
and leaves are enough to make an attractive 
silhouette as long as it has beautiful or 
interesting surroundings. 

You sometimes can obtain the same effect 
when you have a beautiful landscape spread 
out in the distance and a tree 
or two close to your camera. The light may 
be coming from such a direction that the 
landscape will be illuminated but there will 


be no detail in the tree in the final print.

Tree photography offers no particular ex- 
posure problems except that, unless you 
are trying for a silhouette effect, you will 
want to get detail into the darkest part of 
the picture, which is usually the foliage. 
You can be sure to avoid underexposure 
by taking your exposure meter reading on 
the foliage of the tree instead of on the 
scene as a whole. 

There are tree photographers who prefer 
panchromatic film and others who say they 
get better tree pictures with ortho. You 
might photograph the same scene using

both. Make prints and compare them. 

There is also some debate as to whether 
tree pictures should be printed sharp or 
whether they look more “romantic” if dif- 
fused a little. Make your negatives sharp 
and put in the diffusion (if you want it) 
while enlarging. 

There is also discussion as to paper tex- 
ture. If you want a maximum of fine detail 
in your trees, use a glossy surface. If you 
want broad effects, without wire-sharp de- 
tail, use rough paper. 

\ few words may be said about toning. 
The best toners for tree pictures are green 
and brown, since these are the ordinary 
colors of trees. If you tone your prints, be 
sure to use quiet and moderate tints. Avoid 
as you would the plague those yellowish 
browns which look as though you had 
dunked your print in a pan of coffee and 
cream. Also shun those virulent greens that 
shout at you across the room. A quiet green 
or brown often adds greatly to a tree pic- 
ture.

ROUXCOLOR PROCESS PROJECTS 
COLOR FROM MONOCHROME FILM 
An apparently new process for the taking 
and projecting of color motion pictures— 
using black-and-white film—has created 
a great deal of interest in Paris where it 
was demonstrated recently by its co-de- 
velopers, Armand and Lucien Roux, 
brother optical experts who have worked 
on the system for the past 17 years in

their fifth-floor laboratory on the Left 
Bank. The process uses normal camera, 
processing, and projection equipment, 
and normal black-and-white film. The 
modification consists of an adapter (a 
four-in-one lens and prism system) that 
breaks up the image into four nearly- 
identical smaller images. These four 
smaller images are then filtered by sep- 
arate filters—resulting in what corre- 
sponds in still photography to color sep- 
aration negatives. 

One frame of 35-mm film, then, has 
four small images on it instead of the 
usual single frame. One of the quarter- 
frames represents green, one red, one 
blue, and one yellow—all in terms of 
black-and-white. After the film has been 
processed in the normal black-and-white 
manner, the projection uses the same 
process as the exposing, except that it is 
in reverse. The three small black-and- 
white images are “dyed” their respective 
colors by filters, then are mixed by the 
prisms, and projected in color on the 
screen through the normal projection 
lens. The Roux brothers plan to keep 
financial control of the process.—pe

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| Lighting Makes 
the Difference

close-ups. Head-and-shoulder portraits 
flowers, etc., are examples of subjects of 
this type. 

When full-length figures are to be photo- 
graphed, such as in a group picture, a re- 





flector won't reflect light far enough. Nor 
will it cover several people simultaneously. 
Sut flash will. 

Sunlight-flash photography (that is, fill- 
ing in the shadows with the light from a 
flash) is a fascinating way to take excellent 
outdoor pictures, but not enough photog- 
raphers use it. “Why should I use a flash 
lamp if the sun is shining brightly?” is the 
usual question. The answer is, of course, 
that contrasting shadows must be filled in 
on faces, and flash is one of the best ways 
to do it. 

Outdoor flash requires a flash synchro- 
nizer, since the camera exposures are not 
long enough to permit an open-flash-close 
technique. Either the separate flashgun or 
the inexpensive flash unit that is built in 
cameras can be used. 

Ihe balance between the flashlight and 
the sunlight is quite critical and will re- 
quire some experience on the _ photogra- 
pher’s part. As would be expected, the 
lighting appears unnatural if the flash over- 
balances the sunlight because the back- 
ground then appears too dark. If the same 
size fash lamp always is used, the amount 
of flash illuminating the subject can be 
most easily controlled by keeping the flash- 
to-subject distance constant. From a trial- 
and-error test or two, you can determine 
which flash-to-subject distance will give you 
the proper “booster” illumination for a 
given back-sunlighting condition. Don’t try 





to judge this balance only from the result- 
ing negative; better make a print before 
vou decide the balance is satisfactory. The 
same advice in judging the intensity of 
fill-in light applies to pictures made with 
reflectors as well as flash. In any event, be 
careful not to overdo the supplementary 
illumination or the natural effect will be 
lost. 

Another thing the photographer can do 
to change the lighting approach is to take 
pictures at night. Moonlight, street lights, 
lash, and floodlamps can be used to create 
different lighting effects. Notice, for in- 
stance, the two pictures at the bottom of 
63 Ihe one to the left: was photo- 

late afternoon sun. This back- 
it proved to be comparatively flat and 
uninteresting. The soft lighting did, how- 
ever, reveal more of the architectural details 
than any other lighting version did. I 
wanted a more striking photograph, though, 
so I made the second photograph at night. 
camera was placed on a tripod, the 
ter set on “time,” and I then ran up 
building steps and fired two flashbulbs 
on the porch—one from behind each pillar, 
aimed at the ceiling, taking care to hide the 
direct ravs of the flash from the camera 
lens. Different? 

Certain controls in enlarging also give 
the photographer greater versatility in the 
number of different pictures he can make 
from a particular setting. He can, for in- 


stance, take a single sunset negative and 
obtain from it virtually any degree of light 
ing from afternoon to evening simply by 
varying the exposure time on the printing 
paper. In fact, many moonlight scenes are 
simply backlighted pictures made with late 
afternoon sunlight that are then overprinted 
under the enlarger. 

One of the most difficult things in pho 
tography is to make good photographs of 
bright metallic objects. The lighting is th 
problem. The solution is to use either a 
very broad source of diffused light (such 
as a group of floodlamps diffused with wide 
strips of draftsmen’s tracing cloth hung 
between the light source and the material

to be photographed) or, better still, the use 
of reflected light. The light source, in this 
case, should be aimed at a broad diffusing 
screen, such as a sheet or a motion picture 
screen, and the screen should be placed at 
such an angle that it will direct the light 
onto the metallic objects being photo- 
graphed. The result will be a softer light, 
and the object will photograph more nor- 
mally and, therefore, more pleasingly. For 
a comparison of such lighting, see the il- 
lustrations at the center of page 62.

CATCH TRIPS FOCAL PLANE SHUTTER 


Many users of the focal plane shutter on 
Speed Graphic cameras find that the 
“pull method” frequently is awkward, es- 
pecially when trying to make a vertical 
shot. To remedy this, drill a hole into 
one side of a piece of metal one inch 
square. Then bend the metal into an 
L shape, insert a screw into the hole, and 
secure the lever type catch to the body 
of the camera (see arrow in illustration) 
so that the top of the metal contacts the 
focal plane shutter release. This gives 
you the opportunity to use your fingers 
to hold the camera, allowing your thumb 
to release the shutter— R. Marvin Wil- 
son, Cleveland Heights, Ohio.

sure it would be in focus. I checked the 
scale, almost afraid to look; it read fif- 
teen feet, and the shot was sharp and 
clear. 

There is where experience played a 
part. Any amateur who wants to make 
sports should learn his camera first. 
Practice focusing blind with it, sitting in 
an easy chair and setting your focus 
quickly, without looking. Nine out of 
ten shots can be made with the camera 
at the pre-focused distance, but look 
what happens when action breaks inside 
that distance. Only familiarity with the 
camera got that picture, and it won an 
honorable mention in the 1946 Boston 
Press Photographers Association compe- 
tition. 

The only other point to make about 
shooting sports is patience. In the pic-

ture at the bottom right of page 80, the 
author (arrow) is running out on the 
field seconds after the end of the third 
game of the 46 World Series to get a 
shot of the winning pitcher, Joe Dobson 
(1) of the Red Sox. Several other pho- 
tographers had the same idea, and for 
a while all was confusion. One has al- 
ready made his shot (2) and two others 
(3 and 4) are about to take theirs as 
Dobson walks off the field surrounded 
by players offering congratulations. I 
kept walking backwards before him, 
staying fifteen feet away. Finally the 
break came, there was an opening, and 
the next morning the shot I made (shown 
to left of it) was on page one. The pa- 
tience paid off because if I had shot too 
soon, I would have had a lot of backs 
to the camera, a lot of confusion, and not 
much picture. Instead, I got Dobson 
(center) Sox manager Joe Cronin (left) 
and shortstop Johnny Pesky. 

After that we all hurried into the 
dressing room. Imagine fifteen photog- 
raphers in a room the size of a three 
room apartment filled with thirty play- 
ers, visitors, reporters, lockers, trunks, 
friends of players, with flashes popping 
all over the place, shouts, laughter, play- 
ers being pushed into corners by hot and 
Sweaty photographers who want “just 
one more,” reporters breaking in and

spoiling a pose for a statement, with the 
photographers trying to break it up and 
get the pictures finished. Steam is creep- 
ing along the floor out of the shower 
rooms, photographers are shouting a 
warning about foggy lenses to fellow 
workers, everybody is soaked with per- 
spiration. 

Thirty minutes later small groups of 
weary cameramen are standing on the 
sidewalk waiting for cabs. The job is 
done. 

Finally, we can recapitulate. Any am- 
ateur who likes sports can make pictures 
as well as any newsman. Luck and the

“breaks” come first. Shoot everything 
that looks good, and in that half-second 
after your brain telegraphs the order to 
your trigger finger to “shoot,” the picture 
might become a good one, a prize winner. 

Remember you must know your cam- 
era. Learn to operate it, as newsmen

operate theirs, without any more thought 
for the processes of changing films, cock- 
ing the shutter, pulling slides, than an 
author has for the processes of typewrit- 
ing. 

Pre-focus on the spot where action can 
be reasonably expected, and then if there 
is a sudden break, you can shift. Don’t 
try to change focus and follow the action 
continually, for nine out of ten of your 
negatives will be out of focus. 

Lastly, be patient. If the action is too 
far away, wait until it comes closer. It 
will eventually, so don’t try to chase it 
all over the field. Wait for it to come to 
you, then shoot fast and often, and see if 
your sports pictures don’t improve.—
